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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 
SPLINE 


During the past year, the schools throughout the town have 
enjoyed the usual degree of prosperity. In ‘no instance, 
as far as we know, has any school failed to accomplish a satis- 
factory amount of work. Without exception, the teachers have 
been faithful and efficient in the discharge of their duties. Par- 
ents have co-operated with teachers and school otficers, and to 
this fact our schools owe no little of their success. Though 
our schools are small in numbers, and our teachers poorly paid as 
compared with those of larger towns and cities, they are doing 
a work of inestimable value to the community and state. A free, 
self-soverning people must, of necessity, be an educated people ; 
and, as the masses receive their education in the public schools, 
how very important that they receive our earnest support and en- 
couragement. Schools have been provided in seven of the 
nine divisions of the town. Owing to the small number of pupils 
in the Mountain division, it was thought best to provide trans- 
portation to the school at the Center, which was accomplished 
at a reasonable expense. 

There being few, if any, children of schoolage in the Brooks 
division, no school was provided at that place. A considerable 
sum, arising from the income of the *‘Penniman Fund,” has ac- 
cumulated in this division. It would be well for the town at its 
annual school meeting to instruct the school board in regard to 
this unexpended income. 

Few changes have been made in text books the past year. A 
change of reading books will be required in the near future. 

The school buildings throughout the town are in very good re- 
pair, and, for the present, will require but a small annual outlay 
to preserve them in good condition. 

We present brief reports of the several school, and a report of 
the treasurer.
